also be resisted by the Indian nation, if necessary, by force of arms-" 

The declaration went on to call for anti- colonialist solidarity 
among the three great Asian powers « The leader of the opposition 
Buffalo party s Lalam Faradark, could not be reached for comment on 
the speech, but the Prince Regent, Iskander f speaking for his fathers 
came out in favor of the policy of the First Minister and his 
Majority Tiger party « This imperial endorsement guaranteed no veto 
of the large, new military appropriations bill already on the Emperor's 
desk, laying the foundations for a potential doubling of Indian 
active military strengtht
